tary landfill sites, when pro- 
perly operated represent a 
substantial saving to the tax- 
payer, $3 per ton the old 
way against $1.10 per ton 
the landfill site way, Anoth- 
er feature of the new con- 
cept Mr. Morrison explain- 
ed was the cell-factor, 
where refuse is dumped into 
a cell-like excavation within 
the site (where in this case 
the dumping area is about 
40 feet deep) and this cell 
is covered daily, with a 
minimum of six inches of 
soil, ‘‘Thus,’’ Mr, Morri- 
son explained, ‘eliminates 
odour; littering of the area 
by high winds and keeps the 
site attractive,” 


Another advantage to tne 
modern sanitary landfill 
concept is that once the site 
is filled, a final topping of 
about two feet of soil, plus 
landscaping restores the 
former unsightly area into 
a viable piece of property. 

Rebuttals were heard 


from Lawrence Kluthe, re- 
presenting the Municipal 
District of Sturgeon who 
questioned the volume of 
traffic to the landfill site. 
Mr. Kluthe’s contention is 
that since citizens will be 
free to haul heavy garbage 
to the site, ‘‘this could bring 
about quite a volume oftraf- 
fic,’ he said, He asked if it 
was part of the overall plan 
to hard-surface the gravell- 
ed road leading to the pro- 
posed landfill site? Mr. 
Kluthe was advised that no 
problems in this regard 
were being anticipated, An- 
swering the question, Mr, 
Morrison said, ‘‘I doubt if 
all 13,000 St. Albert resi- 
dents will journey to the 
site with garbage.’’ He 
nevertheless explained that 
the gravelled road would be 
more than adequate for the 
expected volume of traffic, 
however, he did say that 
roads within the site would 
be brought upto proper stan- 
dards, alongwith the general 
improving of the site itself, 

Mr. Walter Kuhn, of Gold- 


en West Golf & Country Club 
registered his objection to 
the ‘‘garbage dump” and ex- 
plained his fears in a very 
graphic way. Other object- 
ions centered around the 
dread of pollution expected 
to come about from rains 


and run-off water percolat- 
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ing through the refuse, down 
into the water table, Mr. 
Morrison first dispelled the 
suggestion that water would 
percolate through the re- 
fuse because, ‘‘with a pro- 
perly packed and sloped 
refuse cover, there’s no 
chance for water to seep 
through.’’

Any person dissatisfied 
with the amount of financial 
assistance granted to him, 
being denied assistance or 
having their assistance can- 
celled may appeal to a spe- 
cial committee established 
to look into such matters, 
These committees are com- 
posed of ordinary citizens 
who are given the power to 
make decisions, The app- 
eals procedure has been ex- 
eals procedure has_ been 
established to safeguard the 
rights of people in Alberta 

It is known that no or- 
ganization is perfect, nor 
are the employees in it, 
This includes big business 
organizations as well as 
governmental departments, 
Mistakes are sometimes 
made by the most efficient 
and best intentioned people 
That is why the appeals 
committee exists, The 
people on them volunteer 
their time and are deciated 
their time and are dedicated 
to seeing that no one is 
treated unfairly, 

Each area covered by an 
office of the Department of 
Health and Social Develop- 
ment has an appeals come 
mittee. Here in St. Albert 
we may contact the come 
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mittee through the West Ed- 
monton Regional Office, Al- 
though the committee covers 
a provincially designated 
area it handles appeals con- 
nected with municipal fin- 
ancial assistance, 

Not only people receiv- 
ing financial assistance but 
anyone dissatisfied with a 
decision of any welfare dee 
partment may appeal if he 
believes a recipient or app~ 
licant is, or is not, eligible 
for assistance or the amount 
of that assistance is ex- 
cessive or inadequate, The 
appeal must be related to 
an actual case of unfair 
treatment, The person appe 
ealing may do so himself 
or with the help of a friend 
or lawyer or other know- 
ledgeable person, 

If the appeal concerns 
provincial assistance it 
should be directed to the 
Administrator of the West 
Edmonton Regional Office in 
Centennial Mall, If it con- 
cerns assistance from the 
Town of St, Albert it should 
be directed to the Chief Ad- 


ministrator of the Town,

DAY CARE ENCOURAGES 
MOTHERS TO GOTO WORK

As a result of our cure 
rent high rate of unemploy- 
ment the claim is made that 
working mothers are taking 
jobs that should go to men, 
The fact is that most jobs 
held by mothers are either 
lower paid than men’s orin- 
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volve skills that the un- 
employed male doesn’t have, 
Almost 10 per cent of the 
Canadian population are in 
families headed by awoman, 
and another large number 
sustain themselves just 
above the poverty level only 
because the mother is eme 
ployed. 

Of all the studies done in

The first Company man 
to visit what is today 
Alberta, was Anthony Hen- 
day. He left York Factory 
in June of 1754; by March 
1755 he had reached the 
junction of the Sturgeon and 
Saskatchewan rivers, This 
particular area had been a 
favorite native camping 
ground for generations, 

In 1793 Peter Fidler, 
another Company man, jour- 
neyed by land alongthe north 
bank of the Saskatchewan 
and up the Sturgeon, which 
was also called Tea River 
or Red Willow Creek, He 
was seeking a site for a 
post because of news that 
the Canadians of the North 
West Company had inten- 
tions of locating intheSask- 
atchewan district, 

He rejected the present 
St. Albert area because of 
an absence of wood with the 
comment from his journal 
“This Sturgeon or Tea Riv- 
er is the end of our journey 
but not a proper place to 


build at owing to the small 
woods that are here + a 
few pines along the banks, ’* 
He recommended a siteeast 
of St. Albert, 

On October 5, 1795, the 
men of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company arrived to esta- 
blish a fort near thepresent 
site of the community of 
Fort Saskatchewan within 
musket shot of the North 
West Company’s Fort Auge 
ustus, Alberta’s first shop= 
ping centre was a two store 
unit, The name selected for 
the Company’s post was Ed= 
monton House. William 
Tomison the first factor 
selected the post name after 
Edmonton in Middlesex, 
England, the home of the 
Company’s Deputy Governor. 

The first business tran= 
saction at Edmenton House 
was recorded on October 7, 
a sale of ammunition and 
tobacco to one group of In-= 
dians and the purchase of 
100 Ibs, of provisions from 
an Indian woman, 

Fort Augustus and Ed- 
monton House were to move 
three times before occupy= 
ing their final sites in 1813 
in the present city of Ed- 
monton, The common name 
used for the site was now 
Fort Edmonton rather than 
Edmonton House. 

1821 marked the end of 
competitive rivalry in the 
Canadian fur trade with the 
union of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company and North West 
Company, The Hudson’s Bay 
Company post was the face 
ility retained for operations 
in Edmonton, The facilities 
were expanded on the site 
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where the Alberta Legisla- 
ture now stands, By 1830 
Fort Edmonton was the ad- 
ministrative centre of the 
vast Saskatchewan District 
and the centre of all the 
Company’s activities be- 
tween the Pacific coast col- 
onies and Fort Garry, Fort 
Edmonton was the depot, 
warehouse and provisioning 
point for fur brigades move 
ing north, south, east and 
west over the mountains to 
the Columbia district, Itwas 
a centre for the buffalo hun- 
ters and a producer of pem-= 
mican and York boats, 

Chief Factor John Rowand 
supervised the Saskatche= 
wan District’s affairs from 
Edmonton during the period 
from 1823 until 1853, Row- 
and, himself a Roman Cath- 
olic, petitioned Bishop Pro- 
vencher of St. Boniface as 
early as 1838 to send a 
priest to the Saskatchewan 
District, Finally, Father 
Thibault arrived in 1842 to 
establish a mission at Lac 
St, Anne, He was succeeded 
in 1852 by Pere Albert La- 
combe, who was to even= 
tually become a legendary 
figure in Canada West, 

Father Lacombe felt that 
the St. Anne Missionwas too 
far from Fort Edmonton, He 
preferred a hill above the 
Sturgeon River near Big 
Lake where he oftenstopped 
en route to the fort. 

Father Lacombe had a 
visit of inspection from Bi- 
shop Tache, early in 1861, 
On their return from St, 
Anne to Edmonton, on Jan= 
uary 16, 1861, they paused 
for lunch on Father La- 


combe’s favorite hill, and 
discussed a future mission 
site on the Sturgeon, Bishop 
Tache approvedthe superior 
location and selected the 
name St, Albert, after 
Father Lacombe’s patron 
saint, 

On April 19, 1861, Father 
Lacombe commenced cone 
Struction of a Chapel, and 
the settlement of St. Albert 
was underway, In a very 
short time St, Albert be- 
came the spiritual centre of 
Canada west of St, Boniface 
and would exceed Fort Ed- 
monton in population until 
gold brought an influx of 
people to the Edmonton area, 

By 1862 farming alongthe 
river lots, apportioned by 
Father Lacombe, was un= 
derway and the first bridge 
west of Winnipeg was cone 
structed along the Sturgeon 
river, 

In 1864, when Father La- 
combe started a flour and 
grist mill, the population 
was 300, The Bay came to 
St, Albert in November 1866 
under John Cunningham, The 
building was moved from 
Fort Edmonton, This post 
served an agricultural popu= 
lation until its closure in 
1875, It was one of our first 
branch retail stores, 

Father Leduc succeeded 
Father Lacombe at St, Ale 
bert in 1867 = where he 
remained for 25 years, 

The following year, Bi- 
shop Grandin arrived with14 
recruits. In1870the Mission 
of St, Albert is made an 
Episcopal See by Pope Pius 
1X, but the news takes 
months to reach St. Albert. 
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In the same year the reigns 
of government in the west 
passed from Hudson's Bay 
Company to the new Domine 
ion of Canada, The cathedral 
is started in St. Albert, 

1876 was adisaster year 
for the St. Albert commun- 
ity, A hail storm wiped out 
the crops. The Bay at Fort 
Edmonton, eliminating any 
profit, sold St, Albert resi- 
dents provisions at cost and 
donated 40 sacks of flour to 
the orphanage, 825 lbs, of 
flour to the settlers and 800 
lbs, of meat to St. Albert 
families, 

The Edmonton Bulletin 
census of 1881 listed Ede 
monton’s population as 263, 
St, Albert as 252, 

In 1884 the Town of St. 
Albert was surveyed and 
Governor Dewdney from the 
North West Territorial gov- 
ernment in Regina payed a 
visit, 

The year 1885 saw the 
west in turmoil, rumors of 
war, lootings of Hudson’s 
Bay posts, and word of the 
Metis uprising over land 
rights had all added to the 
future political uncertainty. 

During the height of the 
crisis, the families of 
Company employees from 
Fort Edmonton seek refuge 
at St, Albert, which organ- 
izes a Militia for the dura- 
tion of the emergency, 

By 1889 St, Albert has a 
newspaper, the Northwest 
Territories, The official 
census of 1891 lists Ede 
monton’s population at1400, 
St. Albert and Morinville 
at 1459, 
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H.B.C. History Parallels St. Albert Development 


{is incorporated by decree 
\of the North West Territ- 
ories in 1902, Hotels, stores 
and banks are built to add 
to the rowing importance 
of the community. 

1905 sees Edmonton be- 
come the capital of the new 
province of Alberta, The 
fur trade era is over and 
settlement is aggressively 
underway in both commune 
ities, Edmonton now over= 
shadows the Towr of St, 
Albert and this becomes 
more Obvious after the end 
of the first World War. 

By 1960 St, Albert con- 
tinues to grow again - this 
time as a suburb of Edmon- 
ton, 

Hudson’s Bay Company in 
Edmonton evolved from fur 
trade post to mining out- 
fitter, general merchant to 
modern department store. 
This evolution took place in 
the downtown area until the 
opening of Southgate in1970,
